Washington Governor 


Pardons Veteran 
Of 13 Years In Jail 


OLYMPIA, Wash, (AP)—Gov- 
ernor Wallgren today granted a 
conditional pardon to Clarence 
G. Boggie who was convicted in 
1935 of the murder of Moritz 
Petersen of Spokane. 

Boggie, who will be freed im 
mediately, has served 13 years 
for a murder he always denied. 

Wailgren said the conditional 
pardon was recommended by the 
prosecuting attorney, Attorney 
General Smith Troy, and the 
board of prison terms and 
paroles on the basis of new evi- 
dence. 

The attorney-general investi- 
gated the case after new evi- 
dénce was presented’ by mystery 
writer Erle Stanley Gardner and 
Don Magnuson, a Seattle news- 
paper reporter. 

In announcing 
Wallgren said: 

“The recent. investigation, has 
disclosed considerable evidence 
which was not available to Bog- 
gie’s defence counsel and which 
was not brought to the attention 
of the court.”
